E U R O PE ’S DEBT TO U. S. WILL 
BE 20 BILLIONS BY 1924 


Washington, January 28.— Europe’s 
debt to the United States will be in­ 
creased 
to 
$20,000,000,000 by 1924, 
George F. Warren, professor of eco­ 
nomics at Cornell University, declar­ 
ed today at tariff* revision hearings by 
the House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee. 
This sum, he said, will include 
the $9,600,000.000 war-time borrow­ 
ings from the American Treasury. 
Warren estimated that 
European 
business now owed American 
firms 
nearly $4,000.000,000, and he said that 
Europe must send her products to this 
country, irrespective of import duties, 
die urged tariffs on farm 
products 
which, he said, could he turned 
out 
cheaper overseas than they can here. 
Giving it as his opinion that the 
rate of exchange would not improve 
for some time, the witness said the 
rate would tend to increase the Euro­ 
pean debt. 
The danger in the situa­ 
tion, he added, was that the countries 
deeply in debt might resort to dump- i 
ing their commodities in the United 
States markets regardless of prices.

THE FIRST OIL WELL 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


In 1835, George H. Bissell saw a 
bottle of crude petroleum in the office 
of the Professor 
Crosby, 
of Dart- 
raouthe College. 
On examining it. he 
at once perceived its true value. He 
was engaged in the practice of law in 
N ew York City with J. G. Eventb; 
anil he proposed to his partner that 
they proceed at once to Titusville and 
inspect the territory. 
The result of 
this visit was that they, in 1854, pur­ 
chased one hundred and five acres of 
Brewc r 
Watson 
& 
Company. 
and 
leased another tract of about 
the 
same size for ninety-nine years, for 
live thousand dollars. 
The deed bore 
date of November 10, 1854; and the 
land was situated on Oil ( ’reek 
in 
hcrrytroe Township, Venango ounty, 
and covered the Island situated 
in 
the junction of Pine and Oil Creeks. 
On December 30, 1854, Jonathan G. 
F.venth, George 11. Bissell, James H. 
Salisbury and Dexter A. Hawkins 
of 
New York, Francis B. 
Brewer 
of 
Titusville, Anson Sheldon of New Ha­ 
ven, Connecticut, organized and 
in­ 
corporated the Pennsylvania Hock Oil 
Company, the first oil company incor­ 
porated in America. 
On January 16, 
1885, the territory above described, 
was leased to the new oil company. 
Although the new company had its 
leases, there was an uncertainty how 
the oil should be developed; 
and the 
i n ter prise was allowed to drag. Pro­ 
fessor Silliman had been given 
two 
hundred shares of stock in the inw 
company, in order to make him presi­ 
dent of it; hut owing to the small 
amount of petroleum obtainable, he 
never expected much to com*' of the 
venture. 
Speaking of the plan of de­ 
velopment, 
Mr. Henry 
says: 
“ I he 
idea come from another quarter, and 
was suggested by an incident as trif­ 
ling as that which disclosed the law 
of gravitation. 
While seeking shelter 
beneath the awning of a Broadway 
drug store one scorching day in the 
urnmer of 1856, Mr, Bissell’s eye till 
upon a remarkable show bill lying be­ 
side a bottle of ‘Kier’s Petroleu,’ in 
the window. 
His attention was ar­ 
rested by the singularity of displaying 
a four hundred dollar bank note in 
such a place; but a closer look dis­ 
closed to him the fact that it was 
only an advertisement of a substance 
•in which he was deeply interested. 
He stepped in, and requested permis­ 
sion to examine it. The druggist took 
it from the window, and having plen- 
ty of them, told him to keep it. 
For 
a moment he scanned it, scrutinizing 
the derricks, 
and 
remarking 
the 
depth from which the oil was drawn, 
when instantle, like an inspiration it 
/lashed upon him that this was the 
w ay their lands must lie developed 
by 
artesian 
wells.” 
Nearly 
two 
years were allowed elapse before ar­ 
rangements were completed which en­ 
abled the Oil Company to send out a 
man to its leased territory to begin 
operation. 
They selected Mr. E. L. 
Drake, of New Haven, conductor on 
a passenger railway train, who came 
to be known in the history ot 
oil 
operations as Colonel Drake, to be­ 
gin operations. 
He arrived in 
the 
future oil territory about May 1, 1858. 
Drake faced many difficulties when 
he arrived at the field of his future 
operations, %mong 
which 
was 
the 
want of ready money, the difficulty 
of finding 
suitable operators 
and 
the noveltyjof the scheme. 
Mr. Kier, 
the patent medicine man 
of 
Pitts­ 
burg 
had recommended to Mr. Bis- 
sell, “ Uncle Billy Smith" and 
his 
two sons as suitable men; and they 
were brought to Titusville in June, 
1869, when operations 
began. 
A g­ 
gravating delays followed, says Mr. 
Henry. 
“In artesian 
boring 
it 
is 
necessary to begin on 
the rock 
to 
drill. 
This had been previously done 
by digging a common well hole and 
cribbing it up with timber. 
When 
the rock is within a few feet of the 
surface, it is still the cheapest and 
easiest method, but in some localities 
to do so would be practically impoa- 
■ sible. 
They started to dig a hole, 


but it so persistently caved in and 
filled with water when they got a ftW 
feet below the surface, that Drake de- 
j terminid to give it 
up and try an 
j experiment that had suggested itself 
to hi 
mind. 
This w a, the driving of 
an iron tube through the quicksat d 
and clay to the rock. 
If this is ex­ 
clusively his own invention, which is 
probable, it is a pity he did not pro­ 
cure a patent 
on it. 
The 
royalty 
would have afforded him at least 
a 
competency, though the driving pipe 
is not so much in use as formerly." 
The operators in the oil region have 
had the benefit of this invention with­ 
out any return, unless indeed we ex- 
cpet the good feeling which prompted 
them to send him a present of $4200, 
when they heard he was sick and in 
need. 
“The pipe was 
successfully 
driven to the rock thirty-six feet, and 
about the middle of August the drill 
was started. 
The drillers averaged 
about three feet a day, making slight 
‘indications’ all the way down. 
Satur­ 
day afternoon 
August 29, 1859, as 
Mr. Sirlith and his boys were about to 
quit for the day, the drill dropped 
into one of those crevices, common 
alike in oil and salt borings, a dis­ 
tance of about six inches, making the 
total depth of the whole well G9Vi 
feet. 
They withdrew the tools, and 
ail went home until Monday morning. 
On Sunday afternoon, however, ‘Uncle 
Billy’ went down to the well to re- 
connitre and peering in he could see 
a fluid within eight or ten feet of 
the surface. 
He plugged one end of 
a bit of tim water i port and let it 
down with a string. 
He drew it up 
filled with petroleu. 
That night the 
news reached the village, and Drake, 
when 
he came dow n next s morning 
bright and early, found the old man 
and boys proudly guarding the spot, 
with several 
barrels 
of 
petroleum 
standing about. 
The puntp w'as at 
once adjusted and the well commenced 
producing at the rate of about twen­ 
ty-live barrels 
a 
day. 
The 
news 
spread like lightning. The village was 
wild with excitement. 
The counny 
people 
round 
about, came 
pouring 
down to see the wonderful well. 
Mr. 
Watson jumped on a horse and hur­ 
ried straightway to secure a lease of 
1 the spring on the MeClintock 
farm 
near the mouth of the creek. 
Mr. 
Bissell. who had made arrangements 
to be informed of the result by tele- 
graj h bought up all the Pennsylvan­ 
ia rock-oil stock it was possible to 
get hold of, soon securing most of 
that owned in New Haven, and four 
days afterward was at 
the 
well.” 
This memorable strike," says ( rew, 
Ushered in the Petroleum Era." 


Other First Oil Well in the I . S. 


Naturally this great “find" of 
oil 
created tremendous 
excitement, and 
immediately 
suggested 
the putting 
down of other wells. 
1 he second well 
was put down in February, 1860, by 
Barnsdal, Meade 
and 
Rouse, 
to a 
depth of one hundred and sixty feet, 
resulting in a production of forty to 
fifty barrels daily. 
This well was on 
the 
Watson Flats, below Titusville. 
The third well was located on 
the 
afters famous MeClintock farm. 
It 
was completed in the spring of 1860, 
and was struck by a Mr. Angler for 
Brewer, Watson and Company. 
These 
wells had to be pumped. 
The first 
flowing well 
was 
produced 
in 
the 
summer of 1860, on 
the 
Buchanan 
farm near Rouseville, called the “( ur- 
tis” well, but was soon filled with 
water and ceased to flow. 
The first 
permanent flowing well was situated 
on the upper McFhenny farm, and 
w’as completed in June, 1861, by Philip 
& Company. 
It was four hundred ft. 
deep, and 
produced 
three 
hundred 
barrels per day for fifteen months, 
before it ceased to flow. The celebrat­ 
ed “Phillip’s Well" was situated 
on 
the Tarr farm, and was completed 
November 14, 1860. 
It w’as a flowing 
well producing three thousand barrels 
daily, one day producing 3.940. 
The 
“ Empire Well” 
produced 
the 
same 
amount. 
Wells were put down after 
August 1859, as rapidly as the crude 
means of drilling them and the re­ 
moteness from supplies, would permit. 
In September of that year, crude oil 
brought twenty dollars a barrel in the 
oil regions, but in November, 1861, 
it was only five cents, the lowest oil 
ever sold. 
In January of that year, 
crude oil brought ten cents. 
This was 
due to the lack of facilities to trans­ 
port it. 
After better facilities had 
been employed to get the crude oil to 
market, the price arose, until July, 
1864, it bought fourteen dollars a bar­ 
rel.

into the hull and slowly dislodging

extracted,

ship, although capsized, was 
floated 
again. 
In this overturned condition, 
bottom

cov *ry scheme based on pumping air 
into the hull and slowly dislodging 
water, compartment after 
com part­ 
ment, until after the coal and am­ 
munition 
had 
been 
extracted, 
the 
ship, although capsized, was 
floated 
again. 
In this overturned condition, 
bottom 
upward, the 
battleship was 
towed to dry dock, where her turrets 
w'ere removed and decks rendered wa­ 
tertight. 
The dreadnought, still 
overturned, 
was retowod into 
the 
harbor, 
and 
preparations were made for righting 
her. Thousands of people congregated 
at Taranto to. watch this interesting 
event, ami the

IN THE UNITED STATES 


In 1835, George H. Bissell saw a 
bottle of crude petroleum in the office 
of the Professor 
Crosby, 
of Dart- 
m outhe Collide. 
On exam ining it. he 
at once perceived its true value. He 
was engaged in the practice of law in 
N ew York City with J. G. Eventh.; 
and he proposed to his p artn er th a t 
they proceed at once* to Titusville and 
inspect the territory.

this visit was that they, in 1854, p u r­ 
chased one hundred and five acres of 
Brewer. W atson 
& 
Company, 
and 
leased another tract of about 
the

live thousand dollars. 
The deed bore 
date of November 10, 1854; and the 
land was situated on Oil Creek 
in 
herrytree Township. Venango ounty,

depth from which the oil was drawn, 
w hen instantle, like an inspiration it 
flashed upon him that this was the 
w ay their lands m ust be developed

N early 
two 
years were allowed elapse before a r ­ 
ran g e m en ts were completed which en­ 
abled the Oil Com pany to send out a 
m an to its leased territo ry to begin 
operation. 
They selected Mr. E. L. 
Drake, of New Haven, conductor on 
a passenger railway train, who came 
lo be known in the history of oil 
operations as Colonel Drake, to be­ 
gin operations. 
He arrived in 
the 
fu tu re oil te rrito ry about May 1, 1858. 
D rake faced m any difficulties when 
he arrived at the field of his future 
operations, % mong 
which 
was 
the 
w ant o f ready money, the difficulty 
o f finding 
suitable operators 
and 
the novelty j»f the scheme. 
Mr. Kier 
the patent medicine man of P itts­ 
burg. had recommended to Mr. Bis­ 
sell, “ Uncle Billy Sm ith” and 
his 
two sons as suitable m en; and they 
were brought to Titusville in June, 
1859, when operations 
began. 
A g ­ 
grav atin g delays followed, says Mr. 
Henry. 
“ In artesian 
boring 
it 
is 
necessary to begin on the rock to 
drill. 
This had been previously clone 
by digging a common well hole and 
cribbing it up with timber. 
When 
the rock is within a few feet of the 
surface, it is still the cheapest and 
easiest method, but in some localities 
to do so would be practically impos- 
. aible. 
They started to dig a hole, 


hut it so persistently caved in and 
filled with w ater when they got a few 
feet below the surface, that Drake de­ 
term ined to give it up and try an 
experiment that had suggested itself 
to his mind.

The operators in the oil region have 
had the benefit of this invention w ith­ 
out any return, unless indeed we ex- 
cpet the good feeling which prompted 
them to send him a present of $4260, 
when they heard he was sick and in 
need. 
“The pipe was 
successfully 
driven to the rock thirty-six feet, and 
about the middle of August the drill 
was started. 
The* drillers averaged 
about three feet a day, making slight 
‘indications’ all the way down. 
S a tu r­ 
day afternoon 
A ugust 29, 1859, as 
Mr. Sirtith and his boys were about to 
quit for the day. the drill dropped 
into one of those crevices, common 
alike in oil and salt borings, a dis­ 
tance of about six inches, m aking the 
total depth of the whole well 69*/4 
feet. 
They withdrew the tools, and 
ail went home until Monday m orning. 
On Sunday afternoon, however, ‘Uncle 
Billy* went down to the well to re- 
connitrc and peering in he could see 
a fluid within eight or ten feet of 
the surface. 
He plugged one end of 
a hit of tim w ater vport and let it 
down with a string. 
He drew it up 
filled w'ith petroleu. 
T hat night the 
news reached the village, and Drake, 
when he came down n e x ts morning 
bright and early, found the old man 
and hoys proudly guarding the spot, 
with several 
barrel* 
of 
petroleum 
standing about. 
The pum p was at 
once adjusted and the well commenced 
producing at the rate of about twen- 
ty-five barrels 
a 
day. 
The 
news 
spread like lightning. The village was 
wild with excitement. 
The count*y 
people round about, came 
pouring 
down to see the wonderful well. 
Mr. 
W atson jum ped on a horse and hu r­ 
ried straightw ay to secure a lease of 
the spring on the Mct’lintock 
farm 
near the mouth of the creek. 
Mr. 
Bissell, who had made arrangem ents 
to he informed of the result by tele­ 
graph bought up all the Pennsylvan­ 
ia rock-oil stock it was possible to 
get hold of, soon securing most of 
that owned in New Haven, and four 
days afterw ard was at 
the well 
This memorable strike,” says Crew, 
Ushered in the Petroleum E ra.” 


O ther First Oil Well in the I ’. S. 


N aturally this great “find” of 
oil 
rested trem endous 
excitement, and 
immediately 
suggested 
the putting 
down of other wells. 
The second well 
was put down in February, 1860, by 
Barnsdal. Meade 
and 
Rouse, 
to a 
depth of one hundred and sixty feet, 
resulting in a production of forty to 
fifty barrels daily. 
This well was on 
the W atson 
Flats, below Titusville. 
The third well was located on 
the 
afters famous McClintock farm . 
It 
was comp!ete<| in the spring of 1860, 
and was struck by a Mr. A ngier for 
Bpewer, W atson and Company. 
These 
wells had to be pumped. 
The first 
flowing well was produced in 
the 
sum m er of 1860, on 
the 
Buchanan 
farm near Rousevillc, called the “ C ur­ 
tis” well, but was soon filled with 
xvater and ceased to flow. 
The first 
perm anent flowing well was situated 
on the upper McEhenny farm , and 
was completed in June, 1861, by Philip 


& Company. 
It was four hundred ft. 
deep 
and produced three 
hundred 
barrels per day for fifteen months, 
before it ceased to flow. The celebrat­ 
ed “ Phillip’s Well” was situated 
on 
the T a rr farm , and was completed 
November 14, 1860. 
It was a flowing 
well producing three thousand barrels 
daily, one day producing 3,940. 
The 
“ Em pire Well” 
produced 
the 
sam e 
amount. 
Wells w ere put down a fte r 
A ugust 1859, as rapidly as the crude 
means of drilling them and the re ­ 
moteness from supplies, would perm it. 
In Septem ber of th a t year, crude oil 
brought twenty dollars a barrel in the 
oil regions, hut in November, 1861, 
it was only five cents, the lowest oil 
ever sold. 
In Ja n u ary of th a t year, 
crude oil brought ten cents. 
This was 
due to the lack of facilities to tra n s­ 
port it. 
A fter better facilities had 
been employed to get the crude oil to 
m arket, the price arose, until July,

The safety of motor ears, truck 
and other vehicles on the highway 
of the* country and especially the dan 
gers to their occupants at railr tad 
grade crossing- and on th«; bridges 
and culverts, i* one of the subjects 
that will receive a great deal of a t ­ 
tention at the American Good Roads 
Congress and National 
Good Road*« 
Show to be held at the Coliseum, in 
Chicago, F ebruary 9 to 12 next. 
The congress and show will he held 
under the auspices of the 
American 
Road Builders’ Association, which in­ 
cludes in its membership, the highway 
officials of the national government 
and those of the states, counties, c.t- 
ie* and townships in the* United States 
and Canada, together with 
highway 
engineers, users of roads, contractors 
and m anufacturers of road building 
machinery 
road m aterials and high­ 
way transportation equipment. 
It is estim ated that there arc* about 
100,(8)0 bridges of more than 
five- 
foot span in the United State-. 
Ac­ 
cording to Willis W hited, bridge en ­ 
gineer of 
th«* 
Pennsylvania 
State 
H ighw ay D epartm ent, it is probable 
th at m ore than 80 per cent of these 
are unable to carry 
a 
thoroughly 
modern truck with an am ple m argin 
of safety. 
A m ajority of the bridges 
consist of :» single span of wooden 
stringers with plank floors. 
B etter 
construction and inspection of 
these 
bridges is one of the advances which 
m em bers of the American Road Build­ 
e rs’ Association are advocating and 
it is likely that a vigorous cam paign 
will 1h* inaugurated at the 
Chicago 
good roads meeting with those ends in 
view. 
Engineers, 
like 
Mr. 
Whited, 
believe that the sm aller bridge- of the 
country will, for the most part, have 
to be rebuilt and the floors of the 
farger ones will have to be stren g th ­ 
ened. Truck traffic, they say, is grow ­ 
ing constantly heavier, and the limit 
is not in sight. 
The constantly increasing number 
of grade crossing accidents, too is a 
subject that is expected to cause con­ 
siderable discussion at Chicago in con­ 
nection with the grow ing demand i< r 
the elimination of 
grade 
crossings. 
Automobile accidents of one kind 
or 
another on the public highw ays kill­ 
ed 7,969 persons in 1919 according to 
the census figures for 11*20 covering 
the Census B ureau’s registration area, 
which em braces 80 per cent of 
the 
country's population. 
A total of 3,- 
808 death» occurred on the streets of 
the sixty-$ix largest cities of 
the 
country. 
The death- in 1919 from automobile 
accidents in 
the 
registration 
area 
showed an increase of 444 over those 
of 1918. * 
The enormous am ount of autom o­ 
bile traffic on American roads 
ar.d 
the consequent increase in liability to 
accident will be realized when it is

open country. 
Here the raw winds of 
October swept pitilessly 
upon him. 
and his thistles did not grow.

Chittenden, veracious historian of the

The two men who ha«l found him 
were part of a relief party, sent out 
by the W ashburn expe«lition, which 
had been s«*arching for him since the 
day he had disappeared.

ness had made it impossible for him 


to *ee the signal fires they bad built

come within ear-range. 
Everts live«l thirty-one years after 
hi* rem arkable experience, and died

.Montana at the age of eighty-five —
